WASTE HEAT UTILIZED. 


Simple Method of Generating Steam by 
Means of Forge Fire. 

In large forge works boilers are lo- 
cated over the furnaces, and the 
waste heat passing through the flues 
generates steam to drive the steer 
hammers.

The oature of,the material used, 
such as slightly absorbent paper and 
sized silk and thin water color, also;

THE ACCELEROMETER. 
An Instrument That Measures Power 
and Road Resistance. | 
In a paper on the use of an ac 
célerometer in the ‘measurement of | 
| road resistance and horsepower, read | 
| at a recent ‘meeting Of the engineering | 
section of the British association, H. 
|B. Wimperis described the form of ac- 
| SeSVOMStEr recently Invented by. nin. | 
The instrument consisted of a brass 
box about four Inches across, contain 
ing a copper disk mounted on a ver- 
| theal pivet and ‘siamped” in its mo- 
tions by a permanent magnet. The 
| center of gyration of the disk Was pur 
| posely removed from thie axis, so that | 
| When the box moved forward one side 
| of the disk tended to lag. behind, thus 
| partially winding up a coiled spring 
| and actuating a pointer, which moved 
over a scale. To prevent the reading 
| from being affected by. any accelera- 
tions at right angles to the direction o 
| motion, a second parallel axis was fit- 
ted, which was geared to the first one 
and had attached to it masses having 
the same mass movement as the disk 
itself. Couples about these two axes 
added up in the direction of motiony 
| but neutralized one another in any di- 
rection at right angles. The accelerom- 
| eter, therefore, rend~in one of the

MINE RESCUE DEVICE. 


Apparatus Permits Men to Work For 
Hours In Deadly Gases. 
Experiments at the Lancashire and 
Cheshire miners’ rescue station, Ath- 
erton, the first station of its kind in 
Great Britain, have developed a rescue 
apparatus with which it is sald that 
the men go equipped can work for five 
or six hours in the most deadly gases 
without the slightest inconvenience or 

exhaustion.
